The Government and Ireland. 


The Prime Minister has returned to Lon- 
don after a short stay in Dublin and flying 
visits to Belfast and Cork. When we find 
time to think calmly about all the strange 
events of the last few weeks we shail 
realise that Mr. Asquith’s visit to Ireland 
was among the strangest of them. We 
do not know what he hoped to 
achieve, or whether he had any definite 
hopes at all. It is believed, however, that 
his visit was a personal effort.to bring the 
two Irish parties together in some tem- 
porary or permanent scheme of Irish 
government. No doubt, Mr. Asquith will 
tell us next week from the Treasury bench 
whether he contemplates such a scheme, 
the nature of any such scheme, and the 
prospect of its reception by both parties 
in Ireland. In the meanwhile, little is to 
be. gained by speculation. On the con- 
trary, too much speculation would be mis- 
chievous, for, as we shall show presently, 
it would distract the public mind from a 
matter of far more urgent importance. We 
shall only say here that we regard the 
intentions which are attributed to Mr. 
Asquith without hostility and without 
alatm. We await them with a perfectly 
open mind. Our country’s political evils 
are manifest to the world. Any man of 
good-will who suggests a remedy for them 
is entitled to a patient hearing. Any plan 
which would impose any sort of compul- 
sion on either section of the Irish people 
would be ruled out of court immediately 
by English common-sense: it would be 
merely an invitation to fresh calamities. 
We must assume, therefore, that, if Mr. 
Asquith has a plan for the betterment of 
Irish. government, provisionally or per- 
manently, it will be based on the principle 
of conciliation and consent. If he pro 
duces some such plan, and if it encourages 
any hope of success, we and, as we believe, 
most Irish Unionists will give it full, 
careful, and sympathetic consideration. 
We do not share, however, the easy 
and largely ignorant optimism of a section 
ef the English Press. There seems to be 
a curious feeling in London that the recent, 
insurrection has simplified the problems of 
Irish government. Every honest Irish- 
man knows that, im-fact, it has increased 
gravely their dangers and difficulties. 

We have said that speculatiop about the 
motives and results of Mr. Asquith’s visit 


may do more harm than good. At this

The, diversion 

of Mr. Asquith’s attention from the war 

for even a week was a risky experiment. 

The diversion of the minds of Parliament 

and the whole country from the war, for an 

indefinite time, to the ancient controversies 

of Irish government might well prove fatal 

to Imperial and national interests. Neither 

for Mr. Redmond’s sake nor for the beaur 
yeux of many Radical and a few Unionist 
newspapers can these countries afford to 
play the German game. In the next place, 

the elementary conditions of government 
must be restored in Ireland before any- 

body can be justified in the luxury 
of planning new constitutions for Ire- 
land. We print elsewhere a full 

report of the late Under-Secretary's | 
evidence before the Royal Commis- 
sion of Inquiry into the facts of the 
insurrection. The time for’ comment on 
this almost incredible story is not yet: 

we cannot fairly criticise Sir Matthew 
Nathan until Mr. Birrell’s share of the 
business is before the public. His story 
reveals, however, the state of ‘anarchy 
which has prevailed in Ireland since Mr. 
Birrell took office, the disappearance of all 
the sanctions of the law, the entire absence 
of any policy or control at Dublin 
Castle. The effects of this unprecedented 
state of things can only be removed by a 
slow and patient process of recovery. The 
drastic remedy of martial law has given us 
a temporary security, but martial law can- 
not be retained for ever. The-Government’s 
first and most imverative duty in Ireland 
is to re-establish on a sure and permanent 
basis the normal processes of civil govern- 
ment. We cannot afford to wait until Mr. 
Asquith or somebody else succeeds in re- 
conciling Mr. Redmond and Sir Edward 
Carson. The lives and property of more 
than four millions of Irish people demand 
protection. We want a new Chief Secre- 
tary who will know the country and will 
not be afraid to govern it. We want an 
assurance of justice and impartiality in 
the administration of all Irish depart- 
ments. These are our immediate needs. 
Mr. Asquith and his colleagues must 
satisfy them without delay. 

Sir Matthew Nathan's evidence proves 
that, even under watchful and firm ad- 
ministration, Irish conditions must remain 
abnormal for a considerable time. The 
country has been honey-combed with dis- 
affection. A subtle atmosphere of dis- 
loyalty has been generated in National and 
Intermediate schools. A substantial 
element in the population is still sullen 
and restless. It is absurd to suggest that 
the swift suppression of actual rebellion 
has made all these influences instantly and 
permanently innocuous. During the next 
few years the government of Ireland must 
be affected by two considerations—the 
necessities of-a great war and the proved 
disloyalty of a section of the Irish people. 
There is a clamour for the removal of 
martial law. We are quite willing that 
it should be gratified as soon as, but no 
sooner than, public safety and the exist- 
ence of a strong civil government will 
allow. It would be mere impertinence, 
however, to suggest—if anybody should 
venture to suggest—that the state of Ire- 
land will not be for some time a cause of 
anxiety to the ‘Government and to the 
Empire. The removal of martial law 
must not mean a return to the ap- 
state of military _unprepared- 
ness which, on the morning of the 
insurrection, left Dublin Castle pro- 
tected by three soldiers armed with blank 
cartridges. The experience of the last 
fortnight has shown us that the presence 
of many troops in Dublin is thoroughly 
acceptable to the citizens. We hope that 
a strong military garrison will be retained 
in this country. Every trained soldier 
who can be spared is needed at the fighting 
fronts, but very large numbers of men will 
now be going into training under the Mili- 
tary Service Act. Ireland offers at the 
Curragh, the Pheenix Park, and other of 
her open spaces, splendid facilities for the 
training of young soldiers. It will be a 
good thing from every point of view, in-

cluding the encouragement of recruiting, 
if the War Office sends many thousands of 
its new recruits to be trained in this coun- 
try. There is another guarantee of 
security which all law-abiding Irishmen 
would be glad to possess. General Sir 
John Maxwell has confirmed during the 
last three weege his reputation as a first- 
rate soldier and a cool and courteous man 
of affairs. We should welcome most 
heartily the announcement of his appoint- 
ment to be Commander-in-Chief of the 
Forces in Ireland for a term of years. . 


Dublin and Trinity College. 


When, a few weeks ago, we completed 
our publication of the Trinity College 
“War List” and surveyed the splendid 
record of its graduates and undergraduates 
overseas, we little guessed the dra- 
matic part which the College itself was 
destined very soon to play in military 
operations in our own city. Yesterday a 
number of property-owners and traders in 
Grafton street and the immediate vicinity 
held a meeting ‘to place on record their 
high appreciation of the splendid services 
rendered “by the Officers’ Training Corps 


%f Trinity College and their friends in 


saving* the centre of the city during a 
very critical period of the recent rebellion 
in Dublin.” We are glad to learn that the 
meeting decided to express this appreciation 
in the concrete form of a memorial of 
some kind—a cup, medals, or a scholar- 
ship. Trinity College occupies a com- 
manding strategic position in the city, and 
formed a point d'appwí of capital import- 
ance in the operations for the suppression 
of the rebellion. To its fine defence during 
the first days of the rising is wholly due the 
fact that the city s commercial centre on 
the south side of the river was spared that 
visitation of tireand sack which obliterated 
its commercial centre on the north side. 
Anybody who has ever been on the roof of 
the College will appreciate how completely 
it dominates the streets which contain the 
bulk of the banks, the insurance offices, 
and the important business houses of 
South Dublin. It commands in front 
the Bank ef Ireland and Dame street, 
to the left Grafton street, and to 
the right Westmoreland street. Its 
possession by ioyal forces prohibited com- 
munication by the most direct routes be- 
tween the rebel headquarters in the Post | 
Office and the outlying rebel bodies in St. 
Stephen's Green and elsewhere on the 
south side. It prevented effectually, the 


extension of the rebel operations into the 


commercial area across the river from 
Sackville street. Looting in Grafton 


street, it will be remembered, was con- Í 


fined to a few shops at the St. Stephen s 
Green end of the street. It was so con 
fined becaus: two-thirds. of the street 
was under fire from Trinity College; that 
fact proved a sufficient deterrent to 
would-be looters. For the immunity of 


Grafton street and the area between it

mustered an 


the most skilful account with its slender 
strength, held the centre of Dublin in 
trust until the advance of the troops into 
the city relieved it. Nothing that the 
business men who were represented at 
yesterday's meeting can do will adequately 
repay the latest debt which the capital of 
Ireland owes to Trinity College. 


Sackville Street. 


The public is informed to-day that the 
Prime Minister has promised, on behalf of 
the Government, that legislative measures 
to enable the reconstruction of Sackville 
street to be begun speedily and on proper 
lines shall be presented to Parliament 
without delay. We are very glad to have 
this news. The first necessity of the situa- 
tion is to prevent the re-building of de- 
stroyed premises without reference to a 
general improvement scheme. We believe 
that, under town-planning legislation, 
English local authorities have the power 
which is required in such a case, and there 
should bó no difficulty in giving it to the 
Corporation of Dublin. The further 
powers for the control of building on the 
Sackville street area ought not, we think, 
to be vested in the Corporation. We do not 
lay stress on the point that the Corpora- 
tion is, in respect of ground rents in the 
city and other matters, an interested party 
in the legal sense. Our reason for pre- 
ferring &A special body is that this is a 
special task. It requires to be done, in 
the words of the Lord Mayor’s communica- 
tion, ‘‘ rapidly and effectively.’’ It is, too, 
a matter affecting particularly the com- 
mercial community. To initiate and 
superintend the reconstruction of Sackville 
street a small and business-like Commis- 
sion should be constituted. To some 
extent the Commission will have to be re- 
presentative. The Local Government 
Board and the Corporation, for example, 
could not be left without direct repre- 
sentation, but the Corporation must not 
dominate the Commission. The business 
community and expert bodies might also 
have members on the Commission in.a 
representative capacity ; but all the mem- 
bers, whether representative or not, ought 
to be business men or experts. _ The small 
Commission which can best deal with the 
task will have no room for persons chosen 
out of compliment. Its work will affect 
the future appearance, and in some degree, 
perhaps, the prosperity, of Dublin, and its 
members must be the men best fitted to do 
that work. ‘

INTERVIEW WITH WELL-KNOWN

Mf. Asquith reached Cork at four o'clock 
this afternoon by motor car from Dublin, 
and drove to the City Hall, where he was 
welcomed by the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress, the Most Rev. Dr. Coholan, 
Assistant Romen Catholic Bishop of Cork; 
Sir Henry O’Shea, J.P., ex-Lord ie the 
eoi High Sheriff, Mr. W. Hart, 1.€.; 
Alderman J. P. O’Sullivan, Colonel Ducrot, 
Colonel W. E. Barry, Mdjor McDonald, 
Captain Dickie (Intelligerice Officer), County 
Inspector Thomas A. Howe, aud District 
Inspector C. A. Walsh. Mr. Asquith was 
conducted to.the Lord Mayor’s room, where 
he was occupied for two hours and a half in 
an exhaustive inquiry into matters arising 
from the present situation in the South. 
The Roman Catholic Church, the military, 
the police, and the civil authorities were re- 
presented. The Lord Mayor, the Most Rev. 
Jr. Coholan, Sir Henry O’Shea, and Mr. M. 
Healy, M.P., were especially invited to meet 
the Premier, and these gentle.nen (with the 
exception of Mr. Healy,who is out of town) 
were mena the first to be interviewed. 
Ihe proceedings were private, and it was 
observed that all who had statements to 
make waited for an oa in the ante- 
room, and saw the Premier in turn 
separately. The Lord Mayor was the first 
to be interviewed, and the Assistant Bishop 
of Cork, Sir Henry O’Shea, the City 
High Sheriff, County Inspector Howe, 
Colonel Ducrot, and Lieutenant J. F. 
O’Riordan were heard in ‘the order named. 
Mr. Asquith also received a deputation from 
the All-for-Ireland Club, consisting of Cap- 
tain D. D. Sheehan, M.P.; Alderman J. C. 
Forde, and Messrs. David McDonnell, 
LL.D., and Joseph Hosford. As those who 
had the honour of placing their views before 
Mr. Asquith took their departure they ex- 
pressed themselves in the highest terms as 
to his courtesy and the pains which he took 
to elicit the facts. They did not divulge the 
nature of their representations. When the 
inquiry had slceodt and Mr. Asquith ap- 
peared upon the grand staircase, loud cheers 
were raised, which the Prime Minister 
acknowledged by raising his hat and bowing 
to the people. Boarding an Admiralty 
launch at the Custom House, he went swiftly 
down the river to Queenstown, and from 
there he was conveyed’ by the Admiralty to 
Fishguard, so that he might reach London 
in the shortest possible time.

LONDON, Tavespay. 

The Royal Commission appointed to investi- 
gate the facts surrounding the rebellion in 
Ireland opened its inquiry at the Royal Com- 
mission's House, Westminster, this morning. 

The members of the Commission are :— 

Lord Hardinge, Mr. Justice Shearman, and 
Sir Mackenzie Chalmers. 

The sitting was arranged at short notice, 
and to most people the fact that preparations 
were so far forward as to permit! of such an 
early start came as a surprise. It was at first 
intended to hold the proceedings at the Law 
Courts, and it was not until late last night 
that the meeting place was changed to West- 
minster. In the circumstances, although the 
inquiry was open to the public, not one person 
attended at the opening who had not an 
official connection with the Commission, or 
was not representative of the London and pro- 
vincial Press. 

The Chairman said that they proposed to in- 
quire into the system that was in force in 
Ireland, and would deal with the question of 
the responsibility of persons or associations for 
this particular outbreak. 


EVIDENCE OF SIR MATTHEW 


NATHAN. 


Sir Matthew Nathan, late Under-Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was the 
first witness. 

The Chairman informed him that, if it was 
contrary to the interests of the public service 
to answer any question in publi¢, he could 
give the reply privately. 

The witness read a statement in which he 
said that the movement which led up to the 
insurrection was the work of the Irish Volun- 
teers, the Citizen Army, and the lish Re- 
publican Brotherhood. The Irish Volunteers 
came into existence at the end of 1913; as an 
answer to the Ulster Volunteers raised to re- 
sist the introduction of Home Rule into Ive- 
land, and were first under the control of a 
Provisional Committee, the majority of whose 
members were hostile to the Irish Parliamen- 
tary Party. Mr, Redmond, in June, 1914, de- 
manded a reconstitution of the Committee on 
representative lines, and suggested that 25 
nominees of the Parliamentary Party should 
be added to the Provisional Committee. The 
Committee reluctantly agreed to this, but the 
original members who belonged to the anti- 
British associations not only dissented from 
Mr. Redmond’s pronouncement on the war,

“A DECLARATION OF POLICY. 

On 25th October, witness added, the Con

To unite the people of Ireland on the 
basis of Irish nationality. and of common 
national interests, to maintain the in- 
iegrity of the nation, md t$ resist any 
measures tending to bring about or per- 
petrate disunion or the partition of the 
country.

Probably a statement given by an 
officer that over 400 joined was correct. The 
total number of the Dublin Cofps of the 
Citizen Army was about 300 on April 24, 
1916, whilst the strength of the hostile Volun- 
teers in the whole of Ireland was about 

i No doubt, Volunteers from the 
country had gone into Dublin for the occa- 
sion, and a certain number of sympathisers 
not enrolled probably joined in the fray. 

THE CITIZEN ARMY. 

The Citizen Army were the militant mem- 
bers of the Irish Transport Workers’ Union, 
which, under_James Larkin, had conducted 
the strike of 1913, and, when Larkin, at the 
end of 1914, left Ireland for America, obeyed 
the orders of James Thomas Connolly. It 
was believed that the close association be- 
tween the Citizen Army and the Irish Volun- 
teers only dated from the latter part of 1915. 
But there was no doubt that in recent months 
they had worked together, worked under one 
direction, the Citizen Army leaders urging 
violent action. In. this they were supported 
by the Irish Repwblican leaders, which con- 
sisted of a small knot of men, of whom some 
members had, iin connection with the dyna- 
mite outrages in 1883, been sentenced to penal 
servitude. These men worked with great 
secrecy. never appearing on a public platform 
si making themselves in any way amenable to 
aw. 


THE INNER CIRCLE, 

Some of the members of the Committee of 
the Volunteers and the leaders of the Citizen 
Army had constituted the inner circle by 
which the plans for the insurrection were, no 
doubt, drawn. The Irish Republic was cer- 
tainly in close communication with the or- 
ganisation in America. and received funds 
from there independently. 


FUNDS FROM AMERICA. 

The Trish Volunteers had from the outset 
funds at their disposal. Before the split be- 
tween the National and the Irish Volunteers 
considerable sums, were coming from America, 
and being paid into various banks in Dublin 
in the name of Mr. John MacNeill, President 
of the General Council and Executive Com- 
| mittee, and another gentleman. Sums roughly 
i amounting to £16,000 continued to be paid 
| into the account up to September, 1914. After 
| that it was not possible to trace the method 
| of receipt in Ireland of funds from America. 
| It was believed that a large part of the funds 
_available for anti-British organisation were 
‘expended in the maintenance of seditious 
newspapers, atid the circulation of seditious 
| leaflets, and the employment of organisers to 
| travel the country to win people to join the 
_Ivish Volunteers, and become in their turn 
| organisers in this direction. 

SEDITIOUS NEWSPAPERS. 

In connection with the circulation of sedi- 
tious newspapers, 
to the statement showing the details with re- 
gard to the papers circulated in 1916, and the 
extent of their circulation, which was un 
doubtedly increasing. It was obvious that 
neither the sale of papers, of whith a very 
large number were from time to time given 
away, nor advertisements, could do much 
towards the support of the periodicals. The 
bulk of them were circulated in the large 
| towns. especially Dublin, and the small num- 
hers distributed in the smaller places un- 
| doubtedly had a hand-to-hand circulation. They 
j were undoubtedly mischievous. and were in- 
‘tended to intensify the feelings of those 
| who were anti-British and anti-recruiting, and 
i to add to the number of such persons. The 
| cirenlation of seditious leaflets varjed consider- 
‘ably from time to time, and was more exten- 

sive in the first months of the war. In the 
| second quarter of 1915 it had dropped to an 
‘insignificant figure. In July that year a 

leaflet called *‘ The Present (Crisis ” was ex- 

i tensively circulated, and in September many 
copies of an article, purporting to be pub- 
lished in America, were posted in the chief 
‘towns of Ireland. The only new leaflets cir- 
culated in 1916 were some in March and April, 
Í in connection with the recruiting of the Irish 
| Volunteers. 


| ORGANISING. 

| ‘The work of organising had formed one 
‘of the most important elements in the Irish 
Volunteer activities. Men had been 
travelling through the country, and accepting 
invitations from sympathisers in the district 
to visit them, or they explored on their own 
account. Meetings were held, and the cbjects 
of the Volunteers were explained. Persons 
were enrolled, and the establishment of the 
branch was reperted to headquarters. The 
members were drilled by the organiser, and 
were urged to extend the movement among 
their friends. Women's societies were 
formed, and’ members were trained for first 
aid work. A summary attached to the state-

To-day’s official communiqué says :— 
In the Adamello zone our troops made a fine 


haul of arms, ammunition, and other war 


the Sarca. In the Ledro valley, after heavy 
artillery fire, which lasted throughout the 
night of the 16th, the enemy at dawn attacked 
our positions on the slopes of Monte Pari. 
He was repulsed with heavy losses. In the 
Lugarina valley yesterday the enemy, with 
numerous heavy batteries, resumed the bom- 
bardment of our positions on the Zugna Torta. 
Afterwards he launched five more violent at- 
tacks, but was each time hurled back, with 
bloody losses. In the zone between the Ter- 
ragnolo valley and the Upper Astico the 
enemy's artillery continues without interrup- 
tion against the positions on our chief line of 
resistance. Attacks in the San Pellegrino 
valley, in the Marmalada zone, at the Col 
Fedaia (Upper Avisio), and on the Upper 
Cordevole were repulsed. On the Isonzo there 
was some artillery activity. In the Monfal- 
cone sector our troops, by a brilliant counter- 
attack, captured part of a trench, which has 
been in the hands of the enemy since the 15th,

LEGISLATION PROMISED.

The. decision of the conference was at once 
conveyed to the Local Government LDo2rd for 
transmission to the Prime Minister. 

On Wednesday the Lord Mayor had a con- 
ference with the Prime Minister and the 
Under Secretary, Sir Robert’ Chalmers, at 
which the Prime Minister expressed his desire 
to provide every necessary facility without 
delay. At the request of the Under Secre- 
tary, the Lord Mayor submitted yesterday 
definite proposals as to the fresh legislation 
necessary to deal promptly with the situation. 
It is accordingly expected that the necessary 
legislation which the Prime Minister has 
undertaken upon behalf of the Government 
will be presented to Parliament without 
delay. The powers sought, if approved by 
Parliament, will enable the Corporation and 
the public departments concerned to meet the 
— emergency rapidly and effectively.

GERMAN STEAMERS SUNK. 
(REUTFR'S TELEGRAM} E 
STOCKHOLM, Tuourspar. 

Yesterday afternoon two German steamers 
were torpedoed off Landsort Island by 
marine, probably a Russian vessel. One of 
them, the steamer Kollga, from Hamburg for 
Stockholm, was shelled at 5 p.m. by a sub- 
marine twenty minutes south-south-east of the 
Landsort, two of the crew being slightly in- 
jured, The steamer was then torpedoed and 
sunk. Thirteen of the crew were picked up 
by a Swedish steamer. Four others, inelud- 
ing the captain and second mate, are missing. 

An hour later the steamer’ Bianca’ was 
shelled at the same place, and torpedoed and 
sunk. The captain was taken prisoner. Two 
of the crew were slightly injured. Others 
were picked up by the vessel which rescued 
the survivors of the other ship. 

The Dagens Nyheter states that the German 
steamer’ Hera was torpedoed by a Russian 
submarine 25 miles south-south-west ot Land- 
sort Island at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, 
after warning. 

The destruction of the Hera is confirmee 
She was a ship of 4,000 tons. The crew were 
saved.

EXPLOSIVES. 

On the other hand, evidence was available 
of considerable thefts of explosives, and the 
manufacture of bombs. Offences connected 
with explosives occurred at Enniscorthy in 
February, 1913; at Sligo in November, 1915; 
at Cork in December, 1915; at Castleelling- 
ham and at Lanarkshire,in Scotland,in January, 
1915, and at a place in County Kildare in 
February. Those cases were considered to im- 
dicate the intention to commit gutrages on 
persons or buildings. | 

DISLOYAL AND SEDITIOUS. 

Describing the steps taken to deal with the 
movement which led up to the ifsurrection, 
Sir Matthew Nathan said that the Irish 
Volunteers were originally part of the 
Volunteer force which came into existence 
at the time of the organisation of the Ulster 
Volunteers, and the attempt made to de- 

rive them of arms, surreptitiously landed 
ie their use, was declared by a Júdicial Com- 
mission, which sat shortly after the outbreak 
of the Continental war, to be illegal. It was 
accordingly impossible for the Government to 
take any proceedings against them at that 
time. “The Judicial Commission was a Royal 
Commission into the circumstances of the 
Janding of arms at Howth. At/the end of 
1914 it was recognised that in the personnel 
of the Committee, its declaration of policy, 
the utterances of its leading representatives 
in the Press and at public meetings, ite op- 
position to the efforts of Mr. Redmond and 
the Irish Parliamentary Party to bring Ire- 
Jand into line during the national crisis, and 
its crusade against enlistment into the Army, 
the Irish Volunteer organisation’ had shown 
itself to be disloyal and seditious. 
MEASURES AGAINST CIVIL SERVANTS. 

Henceforth, the proceedings of the organisa- 
tion were carefully watched, and steps were 
taken to prevent Civil Servants belonging to 
the Irish Volunteers. Warnings were given 
to the seditious Press, and steps were taken 
to restrict the activity of the organisation. 
The importation and sale of arms were 
brought under strict regulation, | The policy 
of not allowing Government servants to belong 
to the organisation was consistently followed, 
and where membership was proved to con- 
tinue after warning had been given dismissal 
followed. Persons were dismissed from the 
Ordnance Stores; the Post Office, the Inland 
Revenue, the Ordnance Survey, | and some 
other Government or quasi-Gevernment De- 
partments. Some of the people who were dis- 
missed proved to be. amongst the most 
violent of those who were against) the Govern- 
ment. In the cases of priests assisting the 
Volunteers in any public way, Ei ee 
were made to the higher Ecclesiastical 
authority. 

ACTION AGAINST SEDITIOUS 
PUBLICATIONS. 

The action against seditious papers was most 
consistently followed. On the publication in 
Dublin of the Defence of the Realm Regula- 
tions, on 28th November, 1914, warnings were 
given to the printers of seven papers. Some 
of the papers stopped printing of their own 
accord. The Jrish Worker appeared with cer- 
tain expurgations made by the printer, but 
still contained matter contravening the Regu- 
lations. All available copies wefe seized, to- 

ether with parts of the printing machinery. 

t was not long before pew rr of a similar 
character appeared. The /rish| Worker was 
replaced by 7 Ae Worker, published in Glas- 
ow for Irish consumption by ithe Socialist 
sabour Press, and edited by James Connolly, 
who also edited its predecessor. It was con- 
sidered necessary to seize the whole issue of 
February 6th, 1915, on its pase wi ne i re 
The er was eventually succeeded by the 
Workers Republic, which appeared on 350th 
May, 1915, and was printed at Liberty Hall. 
Like its predecessor, it combined a labour and 
an anti-British propaganda. The suppression 
of this and other papers was at various times 
considered, but not decided upoh. ‘Their cir- 
culation was not large—far less; than that of 
other papers which, while they could not be 
rena as seditious, were probably doing 
greater harm by more veiled methods. Pro- 
minent members of the Irish Parliamentary 
party were strongly against newspaper sup- 
pression. Of Z'he Gael, which urged insurrec- 
tion, the police searched the premises on mili- 
tary warrant, and took away papers and ma- 
ghinery. 

THE ORGANISING INSTRUCTORS. 

The necessity of placing some check on 
the activities of the organising instructors was 
considered by the military and civil authorities 
in July, 1915. Four men were sentenced, one 
to four and the other to three months’ im- 

risonment, and ordered to leave Ireland,, 
Put they were told that at the expiration of 
their sentences the order would not be en- 
forced unless their conduct was tnsatisfactory. 
Two of them were deported, and their depor- 
tation was followed by somewhat violent de- 
monstrations in Dublin. One of the men, 
Mellows, returned and led the insurrection in 
Galway. Of the 496 cases under the Regula- 
tions, 153 had been for — use of anti- 
recruiting expressions and illegal and seditious 
language, and 34 were for offences in regard 
to arms and ammunition. 

VERDICTS AGAINST WEIGHT OP 
EVIDENCE, 

In two bad cases of having explosives in 
possession, brought before juries in Dublin, 
verdicts of not guilty were returned against 
the weight of evidence. Similar miscarriages 
of justice occurred in Cork in connection with 
speeches. As the Defence of the Realm Act 
had done away with trial by court-martial, 
and as juries could not be trusted, it was 
necessary to bring such cases before the magis- 
trates in Dublin and elsewhere, and is 
meant that the punishment for serious offences 
could not exceed six months’ hard labour, 

A& MILITARY SUGGESTION, 

Sir Matthew Nathan read a letter written 
hy the Adjutant-General suggesting that in 
the event of emergency His Majesty could by 
proclamation restore to the military autho- 


|

movement had been active of late, but he did 
not believe that the leaders meant insurrec- 
tion, or that the Volunteers had sufficient 
arms to make it formidable.

nty Clare a tonviction had been obtained 
from the local bench against an Irish Volun- 
teer for an offence against the Regulations. 
The Under Secretary expressed the view that 
it was unfortunate, so far as Ireland was con- 
cerned, that the Amending Act had given the 
option of trial by jury. The necessary powers, 
said Sir Matthew, were applied for by tele- 
gram on April 25th, and a Royal proclama- 
tion was issued on the following day. 


" ENGLISH ARMS IMPORTED 


Proceeding, Sir Matthew said that the Irish | 


Government had considered it of primary im- 
portance to prevent the Irish Volunteers be- 
coming a military danger, and that every 
obstacle should be placed in the way of arms 
and ammunition getting into their hands. It 
was difficult. to make this policy effective. 
English manufacturers had been importing 
freely into Ireland for some time after. the 
commencement of the war, and even after the 
importation was forbidden, owing to the 
action of the Customs examiners, it was 1m- 
possible to prevent forbidden goods from 
getting through. As late as April 16th a 
case of 500 bayonets was detected by the 
police on the way from a Sheffield cutler to 
a Sinn Fein manager of what was believed to 
be a reputable firm. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Shearman, the wit- 
ness said that up to November, 1914, any- 
body could send arms or ammunition into 
Ireland, provided the Customs regulations 
had been complied with. 


GERMANY AND THE REBELLION. 

Speaking of the warnings and events im- 
mediately before the insurrection, the witness 
said that until three days before the in- 
surrection there was no definite information of 
any alliance between the anti-British party 
and Germany. In October, 1915, the 
New York Herald and the Néw York 
T'imes gave considerable prominence to the 
campaign in the United States to foster re- 
sistance to any conscriptive measures, and to 
anti-British intrigues in Ireland. It was re- 
ported that thousands of cards had been dis- 
tributed calling for subscriptions to support 
the rebellion. Sir Roger gráin was said 
to have given a pledge that a German army 
would land in folaad. and early in March it 
was stated that a notification had been re- 
ceived from Germany of their intention to 
strike a fatal blow on land, sea, and air, so as 
to secure victory before May. It requested 
the Irish Volunteers to be ready, and render 
their promised assistance, they having been 
given a promise by Germany to land troops 
in Ireland, as it was in Ireland the battle 
would be won. It was stated then that there 
was no knowledge of any immediate importa- 
tion of arms into Ireland. 


AXNIOUS TO START “ BUSINESS.” 

A report was received in March, said wit- 
ness, to the effect that the young men of the 
Irish Volunteers were very anxious to start 
business at onge, and were being backed up 
strongly by Ceanelty, of the Citizen Army, 
but the heads of the Volunteers were against 
the rising at present. One of their leaders 
said it would be sheer madness unless the 
help promised by Monteith was forthcoming. 
It was stated that Monteith had been an Irish 
Volunteer instructor, and was in Germany. It 
was reported that there was to be a general 
mobilisation on April 2nd. Another report of 
March 22nd stated that there was no fear of 
any rising by Volunteers standing alone. They 
were not prepared for any prolonged action, 
and the majority were practically untrained. 
In addition, they were not sufficiently equipped 
for any such engagemem, and unless a 
favourable opportunity presented itself thev 
would not be of much account in any general 
campaign against the law. It was reported 
that they were anxious to get more ammuni- 
tion, and that efforts would be made by the 
leaders to store as much explosives as they 
could secure. : 

MOBILISATION CANCELLED. 

On March 28th a Dublin daily paper pub- 
lished a statement purporting to be issued 
from the headquarters of the Irish Volunteers, 
stating that the possession of arms was es- 
sential to the Volunteer movement, and that 
any attempt to disarm them by the Govern- 
ment could only be followed by resistance and 
bloodshed. The mobilisation, of which warn- 
ing had been given, was cancelled on S3lst 
March, as the Volunteers were afraid of beiag 
disarmed in a body. A meeting to protest 
against the deportation of two men had been 
followed by disorderly conduct in the street, 
and regret was expressed by speakers at a 
meeting held subside liberty Hall next day. 
The language used, however, was very violent, 
especially as regards disarmament, and there 
were strong pickets of soldiers and police. 


THE CONTEMPLATED GERMAN 
NDING. 

On 17th April there was information con- 
tained in a letter which told of the contem- 
plated landing from a German ship made up as 
a neutral and accompanied by two sub- 
marines, of arms and ammunition on the 
South-West coast. The letter was shown to 
the Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, and the Inspectors of the South 
and South-West counties were put on their 
guard. On the 19th a report was received by 
the police from a woman having two brothers 
in the Irish Volunteers that the Castle would 
be attacked that night, but nothing unusual 
occurred. Witness then went on to speak of 
the events connected with the attempted land- 
ing from’ German vessels and the arrest of Sir 
Roger Casement. On April 22nd it was ascer- 
tained that a vessel disguised as a Norwegian 
had been stopped off the Kerry coast, that 
her crew afterwards biew her up, and that 
19 German sailors and three officers were taken 
into custody. The same afternoon informa- 
tion was received from the County Inspector 
at Tralee that a motor containing a party of 
Sinn Feiners had driven into the sea the pre- 
vious night, and that they were all drowned 
except the driver. 

MOTOR PARTY DROWNED.

EASTER SUNDAY ORDER RESCINDED. 
About that time a notice was published in 
an Irish newspaper, si by John MacNeill, 
“Chief of Staff, Irish Volunteers,” rescinding 
the orders for Easter Sanday, and statin 
that no movement of the Volunteers woul 
take place. In another portion of the papet 
the discovery of the collapsible boat and the 
arrest of a man of unknown nationality and 
of Stack and Collins was announced. 


ROBBERY UNDER ARMS. 

There was no movement of the Irish Volun- 
teers on Easter Sunday, but a report was re- 
ceived of a robbery under arms, and the 
usa of five 50lb. cases of gelignite, which 
was believed to have been brought into Dublin 
by motor car. 

DECISION TO ARREST~> LEADERS. 

A consultation took place at the Viceregal 
Lodge, and it was considered that the position 
ar ey the arrest and internment in Eng- 
and of some of the leaders of the movement. 
This course was, therefore, decided on. 
Further evidence of their association with the 
enemy was received from the District In- 
spector of Tralee, who reported the arrest of 
one of the men landing in the collapsible Loat, 
and implicating Stack and Collins. He also 
stated that a vessel containing arms was to be 
piloted into Fenit that night, and that there 
was to be a rising and an attack on Dublin 
Castle. The Chief Secretary agreed to the 
arrest of the leaders, in view of their definite 
a oe WNGS with th ehemy having been estab- 
lished. 

RAILWAYS AND TELEGRAPHS 
DAMAGE 
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Later telegrams were received telling of 
malicious damage to the railway and tele- 
graphic communications. 

THE FIRST SHOT. 

The first shot was fired a little after noon 
on April 24th. When matters connected with 
the general situation were being discussed at 
the Castle, shots rang out at the gate, and 
the body of a dying policeman was. carried 
into the yard. The statement proceeded to 
enumerate the places in Dublin which were 
taken by the rebels. It dealt with the occu- 

ation of the Post Office, the Metropole 

{otel, the Law Courts, the City Hall, Jacob's 
biscuit factory, and other buildings. The 
Volunteers arrived in twos and threes at St. 
Stephen’s Green, and were reported by the 
police at 11.50 a.m. to be turning everybody 
out and locking the gates. Arrangements 
were made to oppose the movements of troops. 

GRAVE RISKS TO THE STATE. 

The existence of organised bodies of trained 
and armed men, not under the control of the 
Government, which in August, 1914, was the 
recognised state of affairs in Ireland, neces- 
sarily involved grave risks to the State. The 
idea in the early days of the war, that these 
Volunteers should come under contro] as part 
of the armed forces of the Crown, for the 
defence of Ireland against a foreign enemy, 
did not’ find favour with the military authori- 
ties, and, while those Volunteers who would 
have accepted such control either enlisted in 
the Army or became inactive, others turned 
to national hostility, which enhanced the 
danger they constituted to the Empire. Sup- 
pression of the Volunteers would have meant 
complete disarmament, and, at any rate, 
strong coercive measures, which to be effec- 
tive would have had to go outside the Irish 
Volunteers, and extend to the body 
from which they had sprung, and were 
subsequently to some extent recruited. 

THE DIFFICULTY. 

_In the circumstances, especially if the 
Volunteers to resist Home Rule had been 
allowed to continue, the Nationalist union 
would have been completely alienated, and 
with it that large body of Irish feeling which 
had been favourable to Great Britain in the 
war, and had sent some 55,0UU Irish Catholics 
to fight for the Empire. It was rather note- 
worthy that in the month ending April 15th 
1,827 men pie the Army, including 448 in 
Dublin itself. Since the beginning of the war 
18,698 men had joined in Dublin. Even such 
measures as the suppression of seditious news- 
papers and the prosecution of persons for in- 
flammatory speeches were taken against the 
advice of the Irish Parliamentary Party, 
whose loyalty was undoubted. It was: for 
these reasons that the policy of the Govern- 
ment was not to attempt the suppression of 
the Volunteers. At the same time, war con- 
tions required that the measures taken 
should prevent them getting supplies of arms 
and ammunition, and organising, especially in 
those parts of Ireland where they might 
render assistance to a foreign enemy. he 
possibility of this was always kept in view, 
and the Royal Irish Constabulary watched 
their movements. 

THE CONSTABULARY’S PART. 

In “a of the demands of recruiting, it was 
looked upon, as important not to allow any 
great diminution in the numbers of the Con- 
stabulary, but considerably to increase the 
strength of the garrison (military). It “was 
known that this could supply at short notice 
a moveable force of 2,500, and that 1,000 men 
could turn out in Dublin and Cork if required. 
When the insurrection broke out the men 
quickly turned out from the Dublin barracks, 
and some hundreds concentrated at the Castle, 
and other posts were occupied. 2,500 men 
arrived that evening, and 1,000 men came 
from Belfast the following day. Further rein- 
forcements arrived: from ‘England on the 26th. 

VARIOUS ALTERNATIVES. 

An attempt to disarm the Volunteers, it 
was believed, would be forcibly resisted in 
many cases. Another measure which might 
have been taken was the forbidding of any 
assemblage of the Volunteers, which would 
have involved military aid to enforce it, with 
the same result. Another measure proposed 
was the internment in England of some of the 
Dublin leaders under the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ; but there was no proof of 
their hostile associations available at that 


time. 
INFORMATION OF THE GERMAN 
LANDING. 

Indirectly information of the German Jand- 
ing of arms on Easter Eve had been received 
by the Government, and in Easter week a 
German ship carrying arms and ammunition 
was sunk. Sir Roger Casement had been cap- 
tured, and, although these things were not 
probably known to the Volunteer leaders, 
their Easter movements had been cancelled. 
In thése circumstances it was not believed 
that a rising would take place. Neither the 
strength, armament, nor training of the 
Volunteers was of a nature which seemed 
likely to promise them such a measure of suc- 
cess as would lead them to make the attempt. 

MEETING OF THE LEADERS, 
There seemed to have been a meeting of 
the leaders in Dublin on Saturday or Sunday, 
when it was decided by a majority of one, it 
was stated, to start an insurrection the fol- 
lowing Easter Monday. Had information 
been obtained of this movement troops would 
have been concentrated earlier in the Castle. 
Generally, the tactics which their numbers 
and armament forced them to adopt, while 
they made ultimate success hopeless, gave 
them the mastery of the situation for some 
time, and would have done so had more troops 
been available. 

ARMED RESISTANCE. 
It might be useful to call to mind that 
in June, 1911, it was n to detail eight 
officers and 116 men to deal with two alien

DEALING WITH REPORTS. 


Mr. Justice Shearman questioned Sir Mat- 
thew Nathan with reference to the receipt 
of the reports from Ireland, and elicited that 
he dealt with them on his own initiative. Im- 
portant matters were at ounce communicated to 
the Chief Secretary. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—News. which feached 
you—accurate or not—as to German landings 
would be immediately pagsed on to the Chief 
Secretary’ Yes. 

Had the military authorities their own 
special means of obtaining information? There 
was an Intelligence Officer, who was formerly 
an inspector in the Constabulary. He used 
to come and see me every day. 

You could have consulted him at once if you 
thought it necessary to get military assist- 
ance! Yes. 

ABOLITION OF ha ARMS RESTRIC- 

TION. 


Replying to Mr. Justice Shearman, witness 
said that on August 5th, 1914, the restriction 
on the importation of arms into Ireland, which 
had existed until then, was removed. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Why’? 

Witness—I don’t know. 

Sir Matthew added that the importation of 
arms was prohibited in 1913. After the re- 
moval of the restrictions efforts were made to 
be importation under the Defence of the 

ealm Act. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—At the time you 
went td Ireland there was nothing to prevent 
Ireland from carrying arms? No. 

Was any licence duty to be paid? Yes, 
but it was not enforced. 

fhe Chairman—Why not? 
England. 

Witness was understood to reply that, as the 
arms were obviously carried for illegal pur- 
poem, it was looked upon as trifling to a 

or licence duty. 


A STATUTE THAT WAS NOT ENFORCED. 


Mr. Justice Shearman—lIs there any statute 
to prevent armed drilling for illegal purposes? 
There is a statute against illegal assembly. 
There is a statute of 1819 which prevents 
armed persons drilling together, whatever 
their object, without the permission of the 
authorities. 

You have no experience of that statute being 
enforced’? No. 

So there was nothing to enable you to arrest 
people drilling with armed weapons, unless 
you could prove they were there for a seditious 
purpose ? ere was nothing to prevent loyal 
of disloyal citizens assembling to any number. 
We were deterred for politica] reasons. 
HOW THE SINN FEINERS GOT CONTROL. 


You have not yet told us that the Irish 
Volunteers were the same as the Sinn Feiners. 
How did the Sinn Feiners get control of the 
Volunteers? The Sinn Fein movement was a 
literary movement, was it not? 

Witness replied that it was. He understood 
that the Irish Volunteers were started by the 
Sinn Fein organisers. Then Mr. , Redmond 
got control of the Volunteers, but the National 
Tolunteer movement began to die away owing

Mr. Justice Shearman asked if the drilling

THE SHAM ATTACKS, .- 


Mr. Justice Shearman—From the fact that 
sham attacks on Dublin Castle were being 
conducted, was it not obvious that they would 
seize the Castle if they could? 

Witness—I think it was agreed that if there 
was a rebellion they would try to do so. 

Did not the information bring it home that 
they were prepared to fight on Irish soil against 
the supporters of England if they got the op- 
portunity’ Originally the movement was an- 
doubtedly an answer to Ulster. He added that 
the Chief Secretary was fully aware of wnat 
Was going on. 

Mr. Justice Shearman asked when the shan 
attack on Dublin Castle took piace. 

Witness—On the 6th October, 1915. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Have you got a re- 
port of it? 

Witness handed a report to the Commis- 
sioner. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—Did you see the 
sham attack’? No. 

The Chairman—lIf it 
of dispersing it or preventing it, 
whose business woul: it be — the 
Dublin Police, or the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary, or the military? 

Witness—It would be the Dublin Police, in 
the first instance, if they were strong enough. 

The Chairman—Did not it seem “ extra- 
ordinary ” that these people should be per- 
mitted to make an attack on Dublin Castle, 
and that nothing was done to prevent it? Of 
course, we were accustomed to all sorts of 
operations in Ireland. 

Did not it strike you as coming “' nearer 
home ” than the usual military parades? 

Witness said he thought it was undesirable. 

Did not you think it. more than undesirable’ 
I did not think it would precede a real at- 
tack, unless under the circumstances of an 
enemy landing. 

You did not regard this sham attack as a 
dress rehearsal’ No. 

LEAVING IT ALONE. 

Was the.fact that no notice was taken of 
this in accordance with the general line of 
policy laid down by those responsible’? Gene- 
rally. 

And that a free hand was to be given to 
any of the Irish Volunteers to behave as they 
liked, provided they did not go actually to 
extremities such as taking life! 

Witness hesitated a little about a reply. 

Mr. Justice Shearman interposed with the 
remark—He says he decided that unless there 
was an actual outbreak they would not inter- 
fere. If you disarm publicly these people 
there must have been some bloodshed, and if

out any bloodshed at all. I hope I am not 
wronging you in saying that was the policy 
ursued. 

Witness agreed. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—The policy chosen 
was to leave it alone, in the hope that it 
would result in nothing’ 

Witness—Also in the belief that the action 
against these Volunteers, on the ground that 
they had been manecuvring, would have re- 
sulted in the alienation of the great bulk of 
the Irish people, which was not in favour ol 
these people.

THE FUNDS FROM AMERICA. 

In further reply to Sir Mackenzie Chalmers, 
Sir Matthew Nathan said that funds mast 
have been brought in from America by hand 
after the money was withdrawn from the 
banks. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers— Were arms brought 
in that way from America? I do not see how 
they could have been, except for a casual 
pistol. Latterly we were not satisfied with 
the Customs search of vessels landing directly 
in Ireland, and we had them watched by the 
police. We also used to open all cases. 


GERMAN ARMS. 


Sir Matthew said that he saw some ex- 
panding bullet ammunition. Some Mauser 
rifles were found, but he could mot shy 
whether the expanding bullets were intended 
for those rifles. ‘‘I do not know,” he added, 
“whether there is any evidence of German 
guns or ammunition being — since the 
commencement of the war. Until news came 
through of Casement’s arrival we had no 
evidence of any German interference.’’ 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—I cannot under- 
stand why you sug that if these men 
were disarmed the loyal Nationalist Volun- 
teers and the Ulster Volunteers should also 
disarm, when there is no connection between 
them. 

Sir Matthew Nathan—We did not know at 
the time who were loyal and who were dis- 
loyal. A good many of them. went over from 
the loyalist to the disloyal side afterwards. I: 
we had left the National Volunteers we should 
have left a large number of disloyal people, 
and I believe that their strength would have 
been very largely increased.

REBELLION AND RECONSTRUCTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Most of your readers will agree with 
voú in the viewa you have expressed in this 
matter. Suppression of overt rebellion, 
punishment of those proved guilty of serious 
offences against the law, compensation for 
innocent sufferers, the rebuilding of Sackville 
street, and the reconstruction of the normal 
industrial life of Dublin are questions about 
which there will be little dispute. Neverthe- 
less, if our curative measures do not go deeper 
than this, it is reasonably safe to say that the 
future state of Ireland will be worse than 
before. 
The problem before us consists of two dis- 
tinct parts—the political and the economic. 
The latter, which is infinitely the more im- 
portant, has been left practically untouched. 
So far as the political side of the trouble 
is concerned, we have to recognise that it is 
beyond reason, and that logic has no place in 
it. It is rooted, not’ in concrete facts which 
can be analysed and explained, and, if need 
be, altered, but in a mental state, mtangible, 
indefinable, impervious to argument, anala- 
gous in some important respects to that of 
religion. It has n said that the blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the Church. No 
less true is it that the blood of the rebel is 
often the seed of revolt. It is all very ir- 
ritating and irrational, but it is unfortunately 
a fact. It is indisputable that, however 
“lofty” the sentiments and ambitions of the 
rebel, the State must, for its own security, 
repress and punish any attack upon iteelf. 
Let us, however, not make the mistake of 
imagining that repression and punishment 
alone can remove the source of trouble. Let 
us rather recognise that they are merely 
efforts on the part of the State to maintain 
status

sentiment, with its irrational animosities,

that in this matter, at least, the people may 
seek their own salvation—and achieve it. 

There are two paths open to us as a com- 
munity, one of which we must choose. Either 
the whole body of the people, rich and poor, 
learned: and unlearned, employer and em- 

loyed, may seek the answer together, united 

y a spirit of good-will and (in the truest 
sense) of patriotism, or the poorer classes will 
seek it for themselves—grim prospect of riot 
and strike, of syndicalism and (if we read the 
Dublin lesson aright) of civil war. 

I would suggest that a few of the best 
known leaders of industry and labour, of land 
and learning, join together as the nucleus of 
an Irish National Welfare Association. Its 
general objects should be to bring into close 
contact representatives of every side of Irish 
life, who should jointly make a detailed ex- 
amination of economic conditions throughout 
the country, investigate the circumstances of 

rticular classes (e.g., the dock and general 
abourers and farm workers), publish the re- 
sults of their inquiries, state fearlessly the 
remedies they would jointly suggest where 
change is needed, and by all the means in 
their power endeavour to enforce these 
remedies. Such a work, to be of use, must 
cover the country; and the Association might 
take the form of a central organisation in 
Dublin, a Grand Council for each of the 
provinces, and a working body in each local 
centre. Might we not hope that such a body 
would in time create an atmosphere of d- 
will between all sections of the people, build 
up trúmt instead of suspicion, mutual help 
in place of mutual antagonism, and throw 
light into many dark places, which, although 
concealed from the public eye, are, neverthe- 
less, the breeding grounds of most of the dis- 
orders which afflict the country? Good-will is 
necessary to this end; but there is plenty in 
the country, though it lacks the opportunity 
of corporate action. Patience and tolerance 
are necessary: the roots of suspicion, of past 
enmities, of ignorance and hopelessness are 
not to be torn up without much misTepre- 
sentation and discouragement. Much labour, 
with no reward beyond its own cheering 
spirit, is necessary ; but workers there will be 
in plenty if they but have a lead. 

Te it worth it? Is it necessary’? The answer 
to both questions must be a simple $' Yes.” 
Some such common effort will be inevitable 
after the Great War is over if the Western 
world is to be saved from disaster. As Tre- 
land's needs are most urgent, so it is fitting 
that Ireland should lead the way.—Yours, 
etc., A. Hook.
